Mr. Sexton, for all I know, 
n m y have ridden out to the house th at 
night to see if I was at home, as he did 
not know how long I m ight be away. 
He may have gone there in m y absence 
aud attended to the bird and other 
things about the house. 
He had a pass 
key that opened the door. 
He attended 
to the Dird and the flowers at the house 
this summer while I w as aw ay.” 
Russell Hogan, a neighbor boy, testi­ 
fied to having seen w hat appeared to be 
a woman fire several shots and then 
walk away through a vacant lot. 
Mrs. C. E. Oberlin, w ith whom Mrs. 
George roomed for a few days after 
giving up living apartm ents in the 
name building last week, testified th at 
Mrs. George on coming to her house at 
the time she was arrested walked down 
the front street and not across a vacant 
field nearby, as had been reported to 
the officers. 
Mrs. George had told w it­ 
ness of her former liusbaud’s second 
marriage and the settlem ent of his case 
against Saxton, and indulged in threats 
as to what she would do.

was not at the house all day Friday. 
Joseph A. Lippert, Frank A. Lippert, 
Edward Lippert aud Frank Kelley cor­ 
roborated Mrs. Oberlin' as 
to Mrs. 
(xeorge’s w alking down the street, and 
not across the field. 
The point in this 
line of evidence is to account for the 
burs found on Mrs. George's clothing 
when arrested. 
Sim ilar burs grew in 
the field referred to and in the vacant 
lot near the Althouse residence, towards 
which another witness said he saw the 
assassin go. 
Charles E. Ritterhonse, a m otorman, 
testified that about 5:45 o’clock a woman 
whom his conductor pointed out as Mrs. 
George, rode west as far as H azlett ave­ 
nue, where she left the car. 
H azlett 
avenue is the . next street to Lincoln 
avenue, on w hich the Althonse resi­ 
dence is located. 
Others also testified. 
Mrs. George pleaded not guilty w hen 
brought onto Justice R eigner’s court­ 
room te enter her plea to the affidavit, 
such arrangem ent being referred to in 
our dispatches yesterday.

W a s h in g t o n , Oct. l l . —Captain C ul­ 
ver of the Grigsbys rough riders, Dr. 
Iivsell, chief surgeon of the Second di­ 
vision, located at Camp Thomas, and 
Major Gallagher, who was in charge of 
various commissary depots in the San­ 
tiago campaign, proved three interest­ 
ing witnesses before the w ar investi­ 
gating board. 
Dr. H ysell’s testim ony 
dealt with the sanitary and hospital 
conditions at Camp Thomas. 
He said 
that there was less typhoid fever in the 
troops of the Second division than in 
the other divisions, aud stated th at upon 
his advice the division had secured its 
w ater from outside springs instead of 
from the Chickam auga river, as he con­ 
sidered the river w ater liable to be im ­ 
pure. 
Major Gallagher detailed the process 
of supplying rations to the troops in the 
field. 
He said that at one tim e there 
was a deficiency rn coffee aud sugar for 
two days, aud expressed the opinion 
that tliis shortage would have proven 
serious if it had continued for any 
length of tune. 
He said the supply of 
lignters was not sufficient to perm it the 
accum ulation of auy considerable quan­ 
tity of food at auy one time. 
"Suppose,” asked General McCook, 
"th is shortage of rations had lasted for 
seven days instead of two, w hat woald 
be the resale ” 
"We woald probably have had to face 
back,” replied Major Gallagher. "Men 
cannot fight on short rations.” 
Major Gallagher said th at of the five 
civilian assistants he had had, tw o were 
inefficient and indifferent to their d u ­ 
ties. 
They were I aptain Lord of New 
Y ork and Captain Ryan of Kansas. 
Mr. Gallagner said the commissary 
supply at M ontauk was abundant aud 
good while he was at that point. 
General Beaver received a letter from 
Mrs. Hugo Lange of Brooklyn, who par­ 
ticipated iii tile relief work at M ontauk 
Point, relating to lier interview w ith 
President McKinley w hen he visited 
Camp Wikoff. 
£>he requested him to 
ask why the men were w ithout care in 
the detention and in some of the regi­ 
m ental hospitals. 
The letter continues: 
" I will also usk you to go baok of the 
conditions at the time General Wheeler 
arrived and investigate why no prepa­ 
ration was made to receive aud care for 
our sick aud suffering soldiers.

Major Gallagher Testifies Be­ 
fore Investigating Board.

W ashington, Oct. ll.—Captain Cul­ 
ver of the Grigsbys rough riders, Dr. 
Ll> sell, chief surgeon of the Second di­ 
vision, located at Camp Thomas, and 
Major Gallagher, who was in charge of 
various commissary depots in tho San­ 
tiago campaign, proved three interest­ 
ing witnesses before the war investi­ 
gating board. 
Dr. Hysell’s testimony 
dealt with the sanitary aud hospital 
conditions at Camp Thomas. 
He said 
that there was less typhoid fever in the 
troops of the Second division than in 
t he other divisions, aud stated that upon 
his advice the division had secured its 
water from outside springs instead of 
from the Chickamauga river, as he con­ 
sidered tile river water liable to be im ­ 
pure. 
Major Gallagher detailed the process 
of supplying rations to tile troops in the 
field. 
Ho said that at one time there 
was a deficiency rn coffee aud sugar for 
two days, uud expressed tho opinion 
that this shortage would have proven 
serious if It had continued for any 
length of time. 
He said the supply of 
figurers was not sufficient to permit the 
accumulation of auy considerable quan­ 
tity of food at auy one time. 
‘’Suppose,” asked General McCoole, 
“ this shortage of rations had lasted for 
seven days instead of two, what woald 
be the result:1” 
“ We would probably have had to faoe 
back,” replied Major Gallagher. 
“Men 
cannot fight on short rations.” 
Major Gallagher said that of the five 
civilian assistants he had had, two were 
inefficient and indifferent to their du­ 
ties. 
They were < aptain Lord of New 
Y ork and Captain Ryan of Kansas. 
Mr. Gallagner said the commissary 
supply ut Montauk was abundant aud 
good while he was at that point. 
General Beaver received a letter from 
Mrs. Hugo Lange of Brooklyn, who par­ 
ticipated in the relief work at Montauk 
Point, relating to her interview with 
President McKinley when he visited 
Camp Wikoff. 
She requested him to 
ask why the men were without care in 
the detention aud in some of the regi­ 
mental hospitals. The letter continues: 
“I will also ask you to go back of the 
conditions at the time General Wheeler 
arrived and investigate why no prepa­ 
ration was made to receive aud care for 
our sick and suffering soldiers. I never 
saw more devoted or self-sacrificing 
work under the most trying conditions 
or with greater patience and persever­ 
ance than was always exhibited by the 
executive officers of Camp 
Wikoff, 
particularly Major Heizeman, Major 
Browne aud Major Thomasson. 
The 
sanitary conditions at the general hos- 
pstal was appalling until the general 
police work was taken ap by Lieuten­ 
ant Durfee of the Second engineers.”

Bead the N ew s R e v ie w for news. 


The proletariat in Porto Rico are a 
degree or more beneath the same ele­ 
ment of the population in the Latin 
states of Europe, measured from almost 
every side, whether intellectually or as 
to the standard of living. 
The Porto 
Rican peasant, so far as I can judge, is 
about upon a par with the peon of Mex­ 
ico. 
He has no better home, if be has 
a home at a ll; he goes no better clad, 
and the compensation he receives for 
his labor brings him as little return. 
During a heavy shower I was driven 
a few days ago to take shelter in a na­ 
tive hut. 
It was the most squalid 
dwelling I ever entered, typical of its 
class, and I do not hesitate to say that 
in comparison with the poverty of it 
the most miserable Indian on our fron­ 
tier lives in the midst of absolute lux­ 
ury. A mere board shack, with thatched 
roof, propped up on crazy stilts, over a 
bog of mud, with a rank growth of 
fruit laden banana trees, piercisl here 
and there by stately cocoa palms in the 
rear presents a complete view of the 
exterior. 
Within, a rude cot, a single 
bench and the little stone charcoal pit, 
which serves for the purpose of cookery 
in the West Indies, with some primi­ 
tive utensils, was all there was to min­ 
ister to the living wants of three per­ 
sons. This was a city dwelling. 
In the 
country the homes of the people are 
even more destitute and sordid, if yon 
can imagine it. 
The dress of the laboring classes in 
the towns consists usually, with the 
males, of a shirt and trousers; with the 
females, of a calloo dress. Cheap straw 
hats of domestic make are worn by 
some, but many go hatless, a kind of 
woven wreath of weeds being used as a 
protection for the head in bearing bur­ 
dens, nothing being carried in the hands 
here. Children up to 6 or 7 years of age 
are commonly allowed to go completely 
naked and may be seen upon the streets, 
often as late as 8 o’clock at night, ap­ 
parently undisturbed by the sometimes 
cool air. The food of these people is 
simple in the extreme, consisting most­ 
ly of rice and beans. They eat very lit­ 
tle fruit, though it is cheap, realizing 
the dangers of such a diet, especially 
during the hot and humid season. 
The upper classes of the island offer 
as sharp a contrast to the common herd 
as can well be imagined. In person and 
featnre they are, of course, essentially 
Spanish—that is, those of pare Castilian 
strain, but there are many well to do 
and educated persons who show the 
African admixture very prominently. 
There is very little caste feeling, and 
in nearly every family you see the whole 
gamut of color, from the purest Cauca­ 
sian to the richest Kongoese, the latter 
the house staff of servitors. The negroid 
type is not, however, found in commer­ 
cial or professional life. They perform 
the menial services of business and do 
mestic affairs, while occupying appar 
ently equal relations with those to 
whom they are attached. 
Marriage be 
tween the races is common. 
I find that the leading class of white 
Porto Ricans strongly resemble our own 
people. They are well favored and of 
refined appearance, and a gathering of 
business men might easily be taken, as 
I believe I may have been led to remark 
before, for an assemblage of board of 
trade members in some smart New York 
town. 
There are some highly educator 
persons, some of whom have traveled 
extensively. 
Only a few nights ago I 
heard a native lady render with correct 
and cultivated taste upon the pianoforte 
some of the best works of Liszt, Mozart, 
Chopin and other classical masters, 
while during the evening she conversed 
fluently in English, French aud Span­ 
ish. Many wealthy Porto Rican natives 
have sent their sons to English and 
American universities, 
and some of 
these are returning now and will no 
doubt enter prominently into the affairs 
of the island. 
It does not appear to be commonly 
known that Spain had granted an au­ 
tonomous government to Porto Rico be­ 
fore the war, but such is the case, and 
the new system went into operation 
only three days before the war opened. 
A parliament elected by the people, 
consisting of two houses, was provided 
for, to meet at San Juan, and prelimi­ 
nary steps were to be taken toward the 
enactment of a code of home laws. The 
wax* changed all. and it becomes really 
questionable now as to whether the 
purely political classes here really like 
the present condition of affairs. 
They 
will, of course, have nnder our system 
far greater powers of self government 
than could have been granted them un­ 
der the forms of monarchy, bad the 
parent power been inclined to be ever so 
liberal, but it is difficult to make even 
the most intelligent fully comprehend 
{he spirit of democracy. Thev are finess­ 


ing just now w hat their status will be. 
Notwithstanding all, should such a re­ 
mote contingency occur as a revival of 
the war, I believe the higher classes of 
these people, the only element we could 
possibly want for tho purp jse, would 
volunteer under our flag. 
They assert 
it, and I believe they are in earnest. 
Two things are absent in Porto Rico 
which are absolutely indispensable in 
American life—i. e., window glass aud 
chimneys. 
The coverings of windows 
and doorways are shutters and slatted 
blinds, and all are closed at retiring 
time at night. During the day and early 
evening all are open. A few houses have 
Mosquito netting over these openings, 
but these are rare. No one allows the 
night air to reach bim while asleep, as 
it contains a dangerous chill sometimes, 
and a draft is highly dangerous. It is 
far safer to sleep out under the sky than 
in a building with open doors and w in­ 
dows. 
If you walk along the street at 
night with your hat in your hand, you 
are apt to be cautioned by a native to 
replace it. Colds are often taken in that 
way. 
People sit out on their verandas, 
however, hatless until late hours. The 
great danger is to perspire freely and 
'hen take a chill. Chimneys are not re­ 
quired in the West Indies, simply be­ 
cause charcoal is used for cooking pur­ 
poses, and the small amount of smoke 
escaping aud the gases pass out through 
crevices in the roof above. The cooking 
apparatus is a combination of a sort of 
soapstone, built with depressions on the 
top for the charcoal, over which the 
utensils used are placed. 
The popular illusion in northern 
countries that the people of the tropics 
are mostly fruit and vegetable eaters 
finds contradiction here. The well to do 
Porto Ricans eat freely of meat, of 
which they have an excellent quality, 
whether beef or pork. 
The poultry is 
also good. At a meal four meat dishes 
are often served, together with fish, but 
bananas constitute the most favored 
fruit used. 
One seldom sees mangroves, alligator 
pears and other native pomological prod­ 
ucts put on the table. 
Bread is served 
in small loaves, which are eaten dry, 
there being no butter made on the is­ 
land. Inquiry as to this develops the 
fact that there is no cream on the milk, 
a fact also to be noted in Texas and 
our southwestern states. Before the war 
butter was imported from the United 
States at 40 cents per pound, and a kind 
of Danish butter is also used, which is 
put up in tins. Coffee is served black and 
strong at all meals, except breakfast, 
when milk is used by some. 
The style 
of service is to place nothing on the ta­ 
ble save the relishes and the loaf at 
your plate. Each course comes on your 
plate, which is taken away with your 
knife and fork with each service. The 
meats are seasoned with lime juice aud 
oil, but are well enough cooked, and I 
do not find the flavor unpleasant after 
getting a little used to it. There is, 
however, a favorite vegetable used, like 
the turnip, that leaves a disagreeable 
"goodby” on the tongue. 
Quite a good many Americans have 
arrived here lately and are looking over 
the island as a field for investment. It 
does not appear that in coffee, sugar 
and tobacco growing there are many 
openings for small capitalists. These 
lands are in large estates, a good many 
of which are for sale, but at very con­ 
siderable figures. It may be that syndi 
cates w ill buy up these places and sub 
divide them hereafter fox small owners. 
There is big money in sugar, and a 
great many Porto Rican growers are 
wealthy, with fat bank accounts in Lon­ 
don.

It was a few days ago that I found 
Mr. E. L. God kin. who had recently re­ 
turned from England, iii his library at 
his home in New York. 
I he curtains 
were drawn and the room was in semi­ 
darkness. 
At my entry Mr. 
Godkin 
arose from a 
typewriting machine, , 
which he was manipulating in a labo­ 
rious manner, and extended a genial 
welcome to me. He gave his consent to 
an interview and dropped into an easy 
chair, with his feet comfortably ex­ 
tended. 
"A s regards an alliance,” began Mr. 
Godkin abruptly, "between England 
j and America, I met no one abroad who 
; had paid attention to American affairs 
1 and knew our condition who was not 
I made uneasy by the suddenness with 
I which the alliance idea was brought to 
the surface. They thought we might 
throw off the cloak of friendship as 
quickly as we did the garment of hostil­ 
ity which was flaunted in the face of 
England not many months ago. 
I was 
in no position to reassure them. To my 
kuowledge, one of the members of the 
commission appointed by President Mc­ 
Kinley to arrange terms of peace with 
Spain at the time of our dispute with 
England over the Venezuelan boundary 
said he was in favor of pacifying Great 
Britain for the time being. ‘Let us take 
two years,’ he said, ‘and then declare 
war without giving our reason. ’ That 
remark was made with deliberation and 
forethought. 
‘I told my friends in England th at 
now for the first time the United States 
was really indebted to them. Much has 
been said about the mother language 
aud about blood relationship, but now 
for the first time England has placed us 
under obligation, and I assured them 
that Americans appreciated it. 
From 
an authoritative source I had it that 
Germany and France really did ap­ 
proach Lord Salisbury with a proposi­ 
tion to put a stop to our war with 
Spain. 
The reply was that if England 
took any part in the war it would be to 
lend its navy to the United States. That 
one move will certainly have its effect 
here aud in England as well. 
" I found among jill classes the great­ 
est opposition to a formal alliance, on 
the ground that it would create hostile 
agitation in the United States. 
The 
best men believe that all that is now 
necessary is to keep civil on both sides. 
Half a dozen agencies Hie constantly at 
work bringing the two peoples closer 
together. 
Our interests are becoming 
allied, intercourse is giving us a better 
understanding of each other, interm ar­ 
riage is bringing us into closer sym­ 
pathy. 
But a foimal alliance would 
frighten the politicians, which is not 
saying that the United States would not 
go to the aid of England in case a Eu­ 
ropean alliance should threaten her. 
"Now, about colonization, I talked 
with no one who understood our poli­ 
tics who did not think it a dangerous 
undertaking for us. The men who w ith­ 
in the range of my experience advocated 
and expressed pleasure over it were men 
who did not care a straw what effect it 
would have upon our politics. All they 
want is a friendly power in the Pacific. 
The friendly and interested ones said 
that when an executive had to seek an 
election at the end of four years it was 
not to he expected that be would not 
use the colonial patronage to influence 
his re-election. It would be futile, they 
said, to expect that a semicivilized com­ 
munity like China or the Philippines 
would accept civilization in a few years. 
It would require an army of qfficehold- 
ers to keep order, and the officeholders 
would be henchmen of the president in 
power at the time being. 
"Another fact that Englishmen recog­ 
nize is that no other civilized communi­ 
ty has so many unsettled questions as 
the United States. They mention taxa­ 
tion, the judiciary, the color line, the 
civil service, currency and education— 
all unsettled. These should be consider­ 
ed bv statesmen of the highest qualities.

The proletariat in Porto Rico are a 
degree or more beneath the same ele­ 
ment of the population in the Latin 
states of Europe, measured from almost 
every si den w hether intellectually or as 
to the stanelarel of living. 
The Porto 
Rican peasant, so far as I can jndge, is 
about upon a par w ith the peon of Mex­ 
ico. 
He has no better home, if he has 
a home at a ll ; he goes no better clad, 
ariel the compensation he receives for 
his labor brings him as little return. 
During a heavy shower I was driven 
a few days ago to take shelter iii a na­ 
tive hut. 
It was the most squalid 
dw elling I ever entered, typical of its 
class, and I do not hesitate to say th at 
in comparison w ith the poverty of it 
the most miserable Indian on our fron­ 
tier lives in the m idst of absolute lux­ 
ury. A more board shack, w ith thatched 
roof, propped up on crazy stilts, over a 
bog of mud, w ith a rank grow th of 
fru it laden banana trees, pierced! here 
and there by stately cocoa palm s in the 
rear presents a complete view of the 
exterior. 
W ithin, a rude cot, a single 
bench and the little stone charcoal pit, 
which serves for the purpose of cookery 
in the W est Indies, w ith some prim i­ 
tive utensils, was a ll there was to m in­ 
ister to the living w ants of three per­ 
sons. This was a city dwelling. 
In the 
country the homes of the people are 
even m ore destitute and sordid, if you 
can imagine it. 
The dress of the laboring classes in 
the towns consists usually, with the 
males, of a shirt and trousers; with the 
females, of a calico dress. Cheap straw 
hats of domestic make are worn by 
some, but many go hatless, a kind of 
woven wreath of weeds being used as a 
protection for the head in bearing bur­ 
dens, nothing being carried in the hands 
here. Children up to 6 or 7 years of age 
are commonly allowed to go completely 
naked and may be seen upon the streets, 
often as late as 8 o ’clock at night, ap­ 
parently nndisturbed by the sometimes 
cool air. 
The food of these people is 
simple in the extreme, consisting most­ 
ly of rice and beaus. They eat very lit­ 
tle fruit, though it is cheap, realizing 
the dangers of such a diet, especially 
during the hot and humid season. 
The upper classes of the island offer 
as sharp a contrast to the common herd 
as can well be imagined. In person and 
feature they are, of course, essentially 
Spanish— that is, those of pure Castilian 
strain, but there are many w ell to do 
and educated persons who show the 
African admixture very prominently. 
There is very little caste feeling, and 
in nearly every fam ily you see the whole 
gamut of color, from the purest Cauca­ 
sian to the richest Kongoese, the latter 
the house staff of servitors. The negroid 
type is not, however, found in commer­ 
cial or professional life. 
They perform 
the menial services of business and do­ 
mestic affairs, w hile occupying appar­ 
ently equal relations with those to 
whom they are attached. 
Marriage be­ 
tween the races is common. 
I find that the leading class of w hite 
Porto Ricans strongly resemble our own 
people. 
They are w ell favored and of 
refined appearance, and a gathering of 
business men m ight easily be taken, as 
I believe I may have been led to rem ark 
before, for an assemblage of board of 
trade members in some sm art New York 
town. 
There are some highly educated 
persons, some of whom have traveled 
extensively. 
Only a few nights ago I 
heard a native lady render w ith correct 
and cultivated taste upon the pianoforte 
some of the best works of Liszt, Mozart, 
Chopin and other classical masters, 
w hile during the evening she conversed 
fluently iii English, French aud Span­ 
ish. Many w ealthy Porto Rican natives 
have sent th eir sons to English and 
American universities, 
and some of 
these are returning now and w ill no 
doubt enter prom inently into the affairs 
of the island. 
it does not appear to be commonly 
known that Spain had granted an au ­ 
tonomous governm ent to Porto Rico be­ 
fore the war, but such is the case, and 
the new system went into operation 
only three days before the war opened. 
A parliam ent elected by the people, 
consisting of two houses, was provided 
for, to meet at San Juan, aud prelim i­ 
nary steps were to be taken toward the 
enactm ent of a code of home laws. The 
war* changed all, and it becomes really 
questionable now as to w hether the 
purely political classes here really like 
the present condition of affairs. 
They 
will, of course, have under our system 
far greater powers of self government 
than could have been granted them un­ 
der the forms of monarchy, had the 
parent power been inclined to be ever so 
liberal, but it is difficult to m ake even 
the most intelligent folly comprehend 
(he spirit of democracy. T hevare cuess- 


ing just now what their status w ill be. 
Notwithstanding all, should such a re­ 
mote contingency occur as a revival of 
the war, I believe tho higher classes of 
these people, the only element we could 
possibly want for tho purp >se, would 
volunteer under our Hag. 
Tin y assert 
it, and I believe they are in earnest. 
Two things are absent in Pur to Rico 
which are absolutely indispensable in 
American life— i. e., window glass and 
chimneys. 
The coverings of windows 
m d doorways are shutters and slatted 
blinds, and all are closed at retiring 
time at night. During the day and early 
evening all are open. A few houses have 
tiosquito netting over these openings, 
but these are rare. 
No one allows the 
night air to reach bim w hile asleep, as 
it contains a dangerous chill sometimes, 
and a draft is highly dangerous. 
It is 
far safer to sleep out under the sky than 
in a building w ith open doors and w in­ 
dows. 
If you walk along the street at 
uight w ith your hat in your hand, you 
are apt to be cautioned by a native to 
replace it. Colds are often taken in that 
way. 
People sit out on their verandas, 
however, hatless until late hours. 
The 
great danger is to perspire freely aud 
then take a chill. Chimneys are not re­ 
quired iii the West Indies, simply be­ 
cause charcoal is used for cooking pur­ 
poses, and the small amount of smoke 
escaping aud the gases pass out through 
crevices in the roof above. The cooking 
apparatus is a combination of a sort of 
soapstone, built w ith depressions on the 
top for the charcoal, over which the 
utensils used are placed. 
The popular illusion in northern 
countries that the people of the tropics 
are mostly fru it and vegetable eaters 
finds contradiction here. The well to do 
Porto Ricans eat freely of meat, of 
which they have an excellent quality, 
whether beef or pork. 
The poultry is 
also good. 
At a meal four m eat dishes 
are often served, together w ith fish, but 
bananas constitute the most favored 
fru it used. 
One seldom sees mangroves, alligator 
pears and other native pomological prod­ 
ucts put on the table. 
Bread is served 
in small loaves, which are eaten dry, 
there being no butter made on the is­ 
land. 
Inquiry as to this develops the 
fact that there is no cream on the milk, 
a fact also to be noted in Texas and 
our southwestern states. Before the war 
butter was imported from the United 
States at 40 cents per pound, and a kind 
of Danish butter is also used, which is 
put up in tins. Coffee is served black aud 
strong at all meals, except breakfast, 
when m ilk is used by some. 
The style 
of service is to place nothing on the ta ­ 
ble save the relishes and the loaf at 
your plate. Each course comes on your 
plate, which is taken away w ith your 
knife and fork w ith each service. 
The 
meats are seasoned w ith lime juice aud 
oil, but are well enough cooked, and I 
do not find the flavor unpleasant after 
getting a little used to it. 
There is, 
however, a favorite vegetable used, like 
the turnip, th at leaves a disagreeable 
"goodby" on the tongne. 
Quite a good many Americans have 
arrived here lately and are looking over 
the island as a field for investment. It 
does not appear that in coffee, sugar 
and tobacco growing there are many 
openings for small capitalists. 
These 
lands are in large estates, a good many 
of which are for sale, but a t very con­ 
siderable figures. It may be th at syndi­ 
cates w ill buy up these places aud sub­ 
divide them hereafter for small owners. 
There is big money in sugar, and a 
great m any Porto Rican growers are 
wealthy, w ith fat bank accounts in Lon­ 
don. 
Sixty-four passengers for Ponce 
arrived on the Philadelphia from New 
York recently. 
They are the advance 
of the specnlators who w ill no doubt 
come in large num bers soon. 
The fare 
charged from New York is $65, first 
class, half fare for children under 12.—

It w a s a few days ago that I found 
Mr. E. L. G od kin. w h o bad recently re­ 
turned from E n g la n d , in bis library at 
his home in New York. 
Tho curtains 
were drawn and tho room was in semi­ 
darkness. 
At my entry Mr. 
Godkin 
arose from a 
typew riting machine, 
which he was m anipulating in a labo­ 
rious manner, and extended a genial 
welcome to me. He gave bis consent to 
an interview and dropped into an easy 
chair, w ith his feet comfortably ex­ 
tended. 
"A s regards an alliance,” began Mr. 
Godkin abruptly, ‘‘between England 
I and America, I met no one abroad who 
had paid attention to American affairs 
and knew our condition who was not 
made uneasy by the suddenness with 
j which the alliance idea was brought to 
tho surface. 
They thought we m ight 
throw off the cloak of friendship as 
quickly as we did tbegarm eutof hostil­ 
ity which was flaunted in the face of 
England not many months ago. 
I was 
in no position to reassure them. To my 
knowledge, one of the members of tho 
commission appointed by President Mc­ 
Kinley to arrange terms of peace w ith 
Spain at the tim e of our dispute w ith 
Englaud over tho Venezuelan boundary 
said he was in favor of pacifying Great 
Britain for the time beiug. ‘Let us take 
two years,’ lie said, 'aud then declare 
w ar w ithout giving our reason. ’ 
That 
remark was made w ith deliberation and 
forethought. 
" I told my friends iu England th at 
now for the first tim e the United States 
was really indebted to them. Much has 
been said about the mother language 
and about blood relationship, but now 
for the first tim e England has placed us 
nuder obligation, and I assured them 
that Americans appreciated it. 
From 
an authoritative source I had it that 
Germany and France really did a p ­ 
proach Lord Salisbury with a proposi­ 
tion to put a stop to our w ar w ith 
Spaiu. 
The reply was th at if England 
took any part in the war it would be to 
lend its navy to the United States. That 
one move will certainly have its effect 
here and in Englaud as well. 
‘‘I found among pll classes the great­ 
est opposition to a formal alliance, on 
the ground that it would create hostile 
agitation in the United States. 
Tho 
best men believe th at all th at is now 
necessary is to keep civil on both sides. 
H alf a dozen agencies are constantly at 
work bringing the two peoples closer 
together. 
Our interests are becoming 
allied, intercourse is giving us a better 
understanding of each other, interm ar­ 
riage is bringing us into closer sym ­ 
pathy. 
But a foim al alliance would 
frighten the politicians, which is not 
saying that the United States would not 
go to the aid of England in case a Eu­ 
ropean alliance should threaten her. 
"N ow , about colonization, I talked 
w ith no one who understood our poli­ 
tics who did not think it a dangerous 
undertaking for us. The men who w ith­ 
in the range of my experience advocated 
and expressed pleasure over it were men 
who did not care a straw what effect it 
would have upon our politics. All they 
want is a friendly power in the Pacific. 
The friendly aud interested ones said 
that when an executive had to seek an 
election at the end of four years it was 
not to be expected th at he would not 
use the colonial patronage to influence 
his re-election. It would be futile, they 
said, to expect that a semicivilized com­ 
m unity like Gbina or the Philippines 
would accept civilization in a few years. 
It would require an arm y of qfficehold- 
ers to keep order, and the officeholders 
would be henchmen of the president iii 
power at the tim e being. 
"A nother fact th at Englishmen recog­ 
nize is that no other civilized communi­ 
ty has so many unsettled questions as 
the United States. They mention taxa­ 
tion, tho judiciary, the color liue, the 
civil service, currency and education— 
all unsettled. These should be consider­ 
ed bv statesmen of the highest qualities.

iral drift of opinion. 
"S till it is recognized th at we must 
betain Cuba, and Englishm en believe 
we should there inaugurate a Colonia 
policy. To establish Cuba as a r e p u b li c 
would be ridiculous; to make it a stab* 
of the Union would be to breed corrup­ 
tion. They think we had good reason t<> 
interfere in Cuba, and they believe the

T h e A tm o sp h e r ic C lo c k . 
The atmospheric clock—a sort of de­ 
vice that goes of itself—is not inaptly 
termed a perpetual hourglass. In ap­ 
pearance it is like a long thermometer 
with the bulb < f mercury at the bot­ 
tom. 
Tho glass tuIe is about three- 
eighths of an inch iii diameter and se­ 
cured to the frame by two bands through 
which it passes easily. The divisions of 
time are marked on each side of the 
tube. Iiusid ■ ’lie glass tube is a smaller 
tube shaped very much as an hourglass. 
Some mercury aud a scrap of blotting 
paper for the purpose of taking up any 
moisture that might gather in the tube 
are placed attach end. 
The mercury in the top end of the 
tube is placed opposite the mark of the 
proper time and falls to the bottom of 
the tube exactly as the time passes. 
When it has run out from the top, the 
frame can be turned and the mercury 
set to time on the other side. 
Thus it 
registers the seconds aud hours quite as 
accurately as any other timepiece—the 
drawback to such an arrangement being, 
of course, the turning of the frame, a 
task as irksome as that of winding a 
clock.—Exchange.

When it has run out from the top, the 
frame eau be turned and the mercury 
set to time oil the other side.

The biggest monolith ever quarried 
in the United States w ill mark the 
family lot of John I). Rockefeller in 
Lake View cemetery in Cleveland. The 
monument w ill be plain, but it will at­ 
tract great attention from its mammoth 
size. 
It will be erected in November. 
The monument w ill be 65 feet high 
from the base to the top. 
It w ill be 18 
feet square at. the base. It w ill be placed 
on the same ridge as the Garfield memo­ 
rial and will be the center of a circle 
of vaults, which contain, or which w ill 
contain, the remains of the Rockefeller 
family member*. 
Tile base itself is IC 
feet nigh. 
The single stone that sur­ 
mounts it is 55 feet high. 
It has been dressed at the quarry at 
Barre, Vt., and it is tho largest stone 
which can bo shipped by rail without 
straining bridges aud demoralizing road­ 
beds. 
Special cars of 
extraordinary 
strength have been constructed at Mr. 
Rockefeller’s order to convey, the stone 
to Cleveland, and the bridge* over 
which these cars w ill pass w ill be in ­ 
spected just before the cars cross them. 
The stone w ill arrive in Cleveland 
about Oct. lo. 
Only one obelisk in the* 
United Staten surpasses the Rockefel­ 
ler stone iii size and weight.

the Egyptian obelisk in Central park, 
New York.

Portus B. Weare, a prominent Chica 
go merchant and president of the North 
American Trading and Transporting 
oompany, arrived at Washington the 
other day. He has succeeded in persuad­ 
ing the postoffice department to estah 
lish a reindeer postal route to Weare. 
800 miles up the Yukon, foi the coming 
winter. According to Mr. Weare, rein­ 
deer will carry 300 pounds of freight 
and will make from 25 to 80 miles a day 
with their loads. This is made possible 
by the white moss on which the rein­ 
deer can feed along the route. This moss 
is sim ilar to the Irish moss, and when 
boiled becomes 
a delicious gelatin. 
Freightage by dogs has proved a partial 
failure because the dogs axe compelled 
to carry their food in addition to the 
freight. 
Weare has recommended to Secretary 
Alger that special pains be taken by the 
government to propagate reindeer in 
Alaska. 
He says the whale and walrus 
are rapidly disappearing, and in a short 
time the problem of food supply for the 
natives must be solved. 
The meat of 
the reindeer, according to Weare, is ex­ 
ceedingly nutritious and palatable. The 
hide of the deer, be says, can be made 
into garments which keep out the cold 
better man anything that has thus far 
been devised by man. A suit of reindeer 
hide weighs only eight ounces, and the

At the last meeting of the water 
works trustees a report was filed show­ 
ing the amount of on tside work that 
had been done this year. 
The amount of lost work, or relaying 
mains made necessary by the grading 
of streets is $2,005.72, divided as fol­ 
lows: Avondale street, $447.35. 
Penn­ 
sylvania avenue, $575.25; 
Thompson 
hill. $302.78; Lisbon road, $340.84; Sun­ 
nyside, $45; Huston road, IO and 20inch 
pipe, $295. 
This expense in the future may be 
overcome by council compelling prop­ 
erty owners when they submit a plot for 
acceptance to first put the streets to the 
proper grade, and then when it becomes 
necessary to lay water mains they will 
not have to be taken up in a few years. 
The amount of new work is consider­ 
able, and reaches the sum of $3,282.46, 
making a total outlay this season of 


$5,288.18. 
The new work is divided 
as follows: 
Short street, 120 feet,$61.92; 
Short alley, 200 feet, $115.93; Oblique 
street, 250 feet, $137.90; College street, 
220 feet, $129; Ravine street, 590 feet, 
$250; Minerva street, 806 feet, $187.71; 
new line to Potters’ Mining and Milling 
company, $2,400. 
This does not include all the work for 
the season as there are yet pipes that 
must be laid in Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania avenues, East End, which will 
amount to several dollars, but the trus­ 
tees hope to close the season when that 
work is finished.

CHINESE GORDON AVENGED. 


I 
in s o f Iii* K h a r t u m P a l a c e . 
Expiatory services were held on tile 
Sunday morning succeeding the day of 
General Kitchener’s victory at Omdui- 
man among the ruins of Gordon’s palace 
in Khartum. On the roof of the palace 
were two flagstaffs. 
On the ground 
were gourds of honor of all corps. 
The 
British and Eleventh Sudanese formed 
a special guard. 
On the right, the en­ 
gineers and Gordon’s corps, the German 
attache in the full white uniform of tin 
general stuff, with the siidar and stat!, 
in the front in the center of the parade. 
The palace is ruined, but the stone 
work is singularly sound. 
The troop.- 
carried the flags ronnd the palace, end 
mg on the ruined steps where Gordon 
was murdered. 
The natives looked on. 
At that hour the officers on the roof be­ 
gan hoisting the large union flag very 
slowly, while the national anthem was 
played and a royal salute of 21 guns 
was fired. At the same time the Egyp 
tian flag was slowly hoisted and th< 
khedivial hymn was sung. Three cheers 
followed for the queen and three for 
the khedive, while 19 minute guns fol­ 
lowed to Gordon as governor general 
Then the dead march was played, 13 
years and 221 days after the murder. 
Now the Presbyterian chaplain read the 
Fifteenth Psalm, Watson, an Anglican, 
said a^ pater noster, and Brindle, a Ro­ 
man Catholic, offered a special memorial 
prayer. 
The pipers of the Seaforths 
played a coronach and the Sudanese 
bugle band “ Abide With M e,” Gor­ 
don’s favorite hymn. 
The senior officers then shook bands 
with the sirdar, and the parade was 
over. 
Some time was spent examining 
the m ins and the garden which Gor­ 
don enlarged, filled with oranges, lem­ 
ons, tigs—none quite ripe. 
Many sim ­ 
ple relics were taken away.—Oban 
(Scotland) Times.

HOME FROM ARCTIC CIRCLES 


P r o f e s s o r G o r e T e l l * o f W e l l m a n ' s 
P o l a r E x p e d i t i o n . 
Professor J. H. Gore, the eminent 
geographer of the faculty of Columbia 
univeisity, who accompanied Walter 
Wellman upon his arctic expedition, re­ 
turned to Washington the other morn­ 
ing, having parted with Wellman on 
July 21. 
The Fritzjof, W ellman’s little steam­ 
er, got as far as latitude 74, where it 
was stopped by the ice on June 26, aud 
from that date until July 21 he cruised 
along without being able to find a pas­ 
sage. 
He then returned to Vardoe, on 
the northern coast of Norway, where 
he renewed his supply of coal and start­ 
ed off again to seek a passage to Franz 
Josef Land. 
The prospect was so dis 
couraging that Professor Gore left the 
ship af that point. 
Mr. Harlan of 
Washington, 
Mr. 
Baldwin 
of 
the 
weather bureau, Dr. Hoffman of Grand 
Rapids aud four Norwegian sailors re­ 
mained with Mr. Wellman. 
Professor Gore says that five other 
polar expeditions which started about 
the same time met with a similar fate 
and are either in the ice or below it, 
like Wellman. 
This summer there has 
been more ice than usual, and it baa 
reached lower latitudes than ever be­ 
fore, which is due to the north winds. 
Professor Gore does not consider his 
journey wasted, however, for he wan 
able to make a series of important ob­ 
servations to determine the force of 
gravity by whioh to ascertain the curv­ 
ature of the earth within the arctic cir­ 
cle. 
The geography tells us that the 
earth has the shape of an orange and is 
flattened at the poles, but geographers 
are anxious to find out exactly how 
much, and the observations of Professor 
Gore are directed to that end.— W il­ 
liam E. Curtis in Chicago Record.

The amount of new work is consider­ 
able, and reaches the sum of $3,282.40, 
making a total outlay this season of

The proletariat in Porto R ico are a 
degree or more beneath the same ele­ 
ment of the population in the Latin 
states of Europe, m easured from almost 
every side, w hether in tellectu ally or as 
to the standard of livin g. 
The Porto 
Rican peasant, so far as I can judge, is 
about upon a par w ith the peon of M ex­ 
ico. 
He bas no better home, if he has 
a home at a l l ; be goes no better clad, 
and the com pensation he receives for 
his labor brings him as little return. 
D uring a heavy shower I w as driven 
a few days ago to take shelter iii a na­ 
tive hut. 
It w as 
the 
most 
squalid 
d w ellin g I ever entered, typ ical of its 
class, and I do not hesitate to say that 
in comparison w ith the poverty of it 
the most m iserable Indian on our fron­ 
tier lives in the m idst of absolute lu x ­ 
ury. A more board shack, w ith thatched 
roof, propped up on crazy stilts, over a 
bog of mud, w ith a rank grow th of 
fru it laden banana trees, pierottl here 
and there by stately cocoa palm s in the 
rear presents a com plete view of the 
exterior. 
W ithin, a rude cot, a single 
bench and the little stone charcoal pit, $ 
w hich serves for the purpose of cookery 
in the W est Indies, w ith some p rim i­ 
tive utensils, w as a ll there w as to m in­ 
ister to the liv in g w ants of three per­ 
sons. T h is w as a city dw elling. 
In the 
country the homes of the people are 
even m ore destitute and sordid, if you 
can im agine it. 
The dress of the laboring classes in 
the tow ns consists usually, w ith 
the 
males, of a shirt and trousers; w ith the 
fem ales, of a calico dress. Cheap straw 
hats of dom estic m ake ar© worn by 
some, but m any go hatless, a kind of 
woven wreath of weeds being used as a 
protection for the head in bearing bur­ 
dens, nothing being carried in the hands 
here. C hildren up to 0 or 7 years of age 
are com m only allow ed to go com pletely 
naked and m ay be seen npon the streets, 
ofteu as late as 8 o ’clock at night, ap­ 
parently undisturbed by the sometimes 
cool air. 
The food of these people is 
sim ple in the extrem e, consisting m ost­ 
ly of rice and beaus. T h ey eat very lit­ 
tle fruit, though it is cheap, realizing 
the dangers of such a diet, especially 
during the hot aud hum id season. 
The upper classes of the island offer 
as sharp a contrast to the common herd 
as can w ell be im agined. In person aud 
feature they are, of course, essentially 
Spanish— that is, those of pare C astilian 
strain, but there are m any w ell to do 
and educated persons w ho 
show the 
A frican adm ixture very prom ilieutly. 
There is very little caste feeling, aud 
in nearly every fam ily you see the w hole 
gam ut of color, from the purest Gauoa- 
siau to the richest Kongoese, the latter 
the house staff of servitors. The negroid 
type is not, however, found in com m er­ 
cial or professional life. 
They perform 
the m enial services of business aud do­ 
m estic affairs, w h ile occupying appar­ 
en tly equal 
relations w ith 
those 
to 
whom they are attached. 
M arriage be­ 
tw een the races is common. 
I find that the leading class of w h ite 
Porto Ricans strongly resem ble our own 
people. 
They are w ell favored aud of 
refined appearance, and a gathering of 
business men m ight easily be taken, as 
I believe I m ay have been led to remark 
before, for an assem blage of board of 
trade members in some sm art N ew York 
town. 
There are some h igh ly educated 
persons, some ot whom have traveled 
extensively. 
O nly a few nights ago I 
heard a native lady render w ith correct 
aud cultivated taste upon the pianoforte 
some of the best works of Liszt, Mozart. 
Chopin and 
other 
classical 
masters, 
w h ile d arin g the evening she conversed 
fluently in E nglish, French and Span 
ish. Many w ealth y Porto Rican natives 
have sent their sons to English and 
Am erican universities, 
aud 
some 
of 
theta) ate returning now and w ill uo 
doubt euter prom inently into the affairs 
of the island. 
It does not appear to be comm only 
known that Spain had granted au au ­ 
tonomous governm ent to Porto Rico be- ! 
fore the w ar, but such is tile case, aud ! 
the new system 
w ent into operation 
only three days before the w ar opened. 
A parliam ent elected by the people, 
consisting of tw o houses, was provided 
for, to meet at San Juuu, aud prelim ! • j 
nary steps were to be taken toward the 
enactm ent of a code of home law’s. The 
wai* changed all, aud it becomes really 
questionable now as to w hether 
the 
purely political classes here really like 
the present condition of affairs. 
They 
w ill, of course, have under our system 
far greater powers of self governm ent 
than could have been granted them un­ 
der the form s of m onarchy, had the 
parent power been inclined to be ever so 
libera), but it is difficult to m ake even 
the most intelligent fu lly comprehend 
fhe spirit of democracy. T h ev a re flop p ­ 


ing Just now w hat their statu s w ill be. 
N otw ithstanding all, should such a re­ 
mote contingency occur as a revival of 
the w ar, I believe the higher classes of 
these people, the only element we could 
possibly w ant for tho purp me, would 
Volunteer under our flag. 
T h e y assert 
it, and I believe they are in earnest. 
T w o things are absent in Porto Rico 
W’bich are absolutely indispensable in 
Am erican life — i. e., window’ glass and 
chim neys. 
The coverings of windows 
and doorw ays are shutters and slatted 
blinds, and all are closed at retiring 
time at night. During the day and early 
evening a ll are open. A few houses have 
tiosquito netting over these openings, 
but these are rare. 
No one allow s the 
night air to reach him w h ile asleep, as 
it contains a dangerous ch ill sometimes, 
and a draft is high ly dangerous. 
It is 
far safer to sleep out under the sky than 
iii a building w ith open doors and w in ­ 
dow’s. 
If you w alk along the street at 
night w ith your hat in your hand, you 
are apt to be cautioned by a native to 
replace it. Colds are often taken in that 
w ay. 
People sit out on their verandas, 
however, hatless until late hours. 
The 
great danger is to perspire freely aud 
then take a chill. Chim neys are not re­ 
quired in the West Indies, sim ply be­ 
cause charcoal is used for cooking pur­ 
poses, and the sm all amount of smoke 
escaping aud the gases pass out through 
crevices in the roof above. The cooking 
apparatus is a com bination of a sort of 
soapstone, built w ith depressions on the 
top for the charcoal, over w hich the 
utensils used are placed. 
The 
popular 
illusion 
in 
northern 
countries that the people of the tropics 
are m ostly fru it and vegetable eaters 
finds contradiction here. Thaw ’ell to do 
Porto R icans eat freely of 
meat, of 
w hich they have an excellent quality, 
w hether beef or pork. 
The poultry is 
also good. 
A t a meal four m eat dishes 
are often served, together w ith fish, but 
bananas constitute the 
most favored 
fru it used. 
One seldom sees m angroves, alligator 
pears and other native poinological prod­ 
ucts put on the table. 
Bread is served 
in sm all loaves, W’bicb are eaten dry, 
there being no butter made on the is­ 
land. 
Inquiry as to this develops the 
fact that there is no cream on the m ilk, 
a fact also to be noted in Texas aud 
our southwestern states. Before the w ar 
butter w as imported from the United 
States at 40 cents per pound, and a kind 
of Danish butter is also used, w hich is 
put up in tins. Coffee is served black and 
strong at all meals, except breakfast, 
when m ilk is used by some. 
The style 
of service is to place nothing on the ta­ 
ble save the relishes and the loaf at 
your plate. 
Each course conies on your 
plate, w hich is taken aw ay w ith your 
knife aud fork w ith each service. 
The 
meats are seasoned w ith lim e juice aud 
oil, bot are w ell enough cooked, and I 
do not find the flavor unpleasant after 
getting a little used to it. 
There is, 
however, a favorite vegetable used, like 
the turnip, that leaves a disagreeable 
“ goodby” on the tongue. 
Conite a good m any Am ericans have 
arrived here lately and ar© looking over 
the island as a field for investm ent. 
It 
does not appear that in coffee, sugar 
and tobacco grow’ing there are many 
openings for small capitalists. 
These 
lands are in large estates, a good many 
of w hich are for sale, but at very con­ 
siderable figures. It m ay be that syndi­ 
cates w ill buy up these places and sub­ 
divide them hereafter foi sm all owners. 
There is big money in sugar, and a 
great m any Porto R ican grow ers are 
w ealth y, w ith fat bank accounts in Lou­ 
don. 
Sixty-four passengers for Ponce 
arrived on the Philadelphia from New 
York recently. 
They are the advance 
of the speculators w ho w ill no doubt 
come in large numbers soon. 
The fare 
charged from N ew Y ork is $05, first 
class, h alf fare for children under 12.—

VIEWS ON ALLIANCE. 


B R I T O N S O P P O S E A F O R M A L U N IO N 


WITH A M E R I C A N S . 


Still E n g l a n d la Onr F r i e n d , S a y s E. 
I.. G o d k i n —-She H e ld DIT th** B o w e r s 


In th** R e c e n t AVur-< L i o n i z a t i o n a

It w as a few days ago that I found 
Mr. E. L. Godkin. who had recently re­ 
turned from E n g la n d , in his library at 
his home in New Y ork. 
I he curtains 
were draw n aud the room was in semi- 
darkness. 
A t my entry Mr. 
G odkin 
arose 
from 
a 
typew riting 
m achine, 
w hich he was m a n ip u la tin g in a labo­ 
rious manner, and extended a 
genial 
w elcom e to me. 
He gave his consent to 
an interview and dropped into an easy 
chair, 
w ith his feet com fortably ex­ 
tended. 
“ A s regards an allian ce,” began Mr. 
Godkin 
abruptly, 
“ between England 
and Am erica, I mot no one abroad who 
had paid attention to Am erican affairs 
aud knew our condition w ho w as not 
made uneasy by the suddenness w ith 
w hich the alliance idea was brought to 
the surface. 
They thought w e m ight 
throw off the cloak of friendship as 
quickly as w e did the garm ent of hostil­ 
ity w hich w as flaunted in the face of 
England not m any months ago. 
I was 
in no position to reassure them. To m y 
knowledge, one of the members of tho 
commission appointed by President M c­ 
K inley to arrange terms of peace w ith 
Spain at the tim e of our dispute w ith 
England over the Venezuelan boundary 
said he w as in favor of pacifying G reat 
Britain for the tim e being. ‘ L e tu s take 
tw o years,’ lie said, ‘ aud then declare 
w ar w ithout givin g our reason. ’ 
That 
remark was made w ith deliberation and 
forethought. 
“ I told m y friends in England th at 
now for the first tim e the United States 
w as really indebted to them. Much has 
been said about the mother language 
and about blood relationship, but now 
for the first tim e England has placed us 
uuder obligation, and I assured them 
that Am ericans appreciated it. 
From 
an authoritative source I had it that 
G erm any and France really did a p ­ 
proach Lord Salisbury w ith a proposi­ 
tion to put a stop to our w ar w ith 
Spain. 
The reply w as that if England 
took any part in the w ar it w ould be to 
lend its navy to the United States. T hat 
one move w ill certainly have its effect 
here aud iii England as w ell. 
“ I found among jill classes the great­ 
est opposition to a form al alliance, on 
the ground that it w ould create hostile 
agitation in the U nited States. 
Tho 
best men believe that all that is now 
necessary is to keep civ il ou both sides. 
H alf a dozen agencies are constantly at 
w ork bringing the tw o peoples closer 
together. 
Our interests are becoming 
allied, intercourse is givin g us a better 
understanding of each other, interm ar­ 
riage is bringing us into closer sym ­ 
pathy. 
But a foim al alliance w ould 
frighten the politicians, w hich is not 
flaying that the United States w ould uot 
go to the aid of England in case a E u ­ 
ropean alliance should threaten her. 
“ Now, about colonization, I talked 
w ith no one w ho understood our p oli­ 
tics w ho did not think it a dangerous 
undertaking for us. The men who with- 
iu the range of m y experience advocated 
aud expressed pleasure over it were men 
who did not care a straw w hat effect it 
would have upon our politics. A ll they 
want is a friendly power in the Pacific. 
The friendly aud interested ones said 
that when an executive had to seek an 
election at the end of four years it was 
uot to be expected that he would uot 
use the colouial patronage to influence 
his re-election. It w ould be futile, they 
said, to expect that a sem icivilized com ­ 
m unity like Ubina or the Philippines 
would accept civilizatio n in a few years. 
It would require an arm y of qffcebold- 
ers to keep order, and the officeholders 
would be henchmen of the president in 
power at the tim e being. 
“ Another fact that Englishm en recog­ 
nize is thut no other civilized communi­ 
ty has so many unsettled questions as 
the United States. 
They mention taxa­ 
tion, tho judiciary, the color liue, the 
civ il service, currency and education— 
all unsettled. These should be consider­ 
ed bv statesmen of tho highest qualities. 
if w e had such men, it would be a short 
sighted policy to ship them off to gov­ 
ern the Philippines, h avin g our domes­ 
tic affairs unsettled. 
W orst of all, we 
would have to continue sculling Am eri­ 
can youth to contend w ith the deadly 
clim ate. 
“ About the w ar 
w ith 
Hpain, the 
ease w ith w hich w e won has detracted 
from our glory abroad. 
The American 
navy has sim ply astonished Europe. No 
oue suspected that such an American 
navy existed. W e w ould have had more 
credit had we won after a hard battle, 
instead of being able to slaughter the 
Spaniards like sheep. 
Iu England it is 
believed that we m ust now depend upon 
our navy for our national strength. 
Of 
course a navy can be used to bombard 
and reduce, but it cannot be used for 
colonization purposes. 
They feel, m ore­ 
over, that we are uot w illin g to make 
proper preparation to defend our posi­ 
tion as an em pira 
Then they say that 
we cannot carry on colonial empire sc 
long as the senate has the power to con­ 
firm. The president m ust too often pur­ 
chase re-election by compliance w ith 
the demands of the senate. 
The execu­ 
tive, it is said, should he supreme. Oue 
prominent Englishm an said that if the

Some mercury aud a scrap of blotting 
paper for the purpose of taking up any 
moisture that might gather iii the tube 
are placed a tta c h end. 
The mercury iii the top end of the 
tube is plat a .1 opposite the mark of tho 
proper time and falls to the bottom of 
the tube exactly as the time passes. 
When it has run out from the top, the 
frame can be t trued and the mercury 
set to time on the other side. 
Thus it 
registers the seconds and hours quite as 
accurately as any other timepiece—the 
drawback to such an arrangement being, 
of course, the turning of the frame, a 
task as irksome un that of winding a 
clock.

gelatin. 
Freightage by dogs has proved a partial 
failure because the dogs aie compelled 
to carry their food in addition to the 
freight. 
Weare has recommended to Secretary 
Alger that special pains be taken by the 
govern inept to propagate reindeer in 
Alaska. 
He says the whale and walrus 
are rapidly disappearing, and in a short 
time the problem of food supply for the 
I natives must be aolved. 
The meat of 
the reindeer, according to Weare, is ex 
ceediugly nutritious und palatable. The 
hide of the deer, be says, can lie made 
into garments which keep out the cold 
better luau anything that has thus far 
been devised by man. A suit of reindeer 
1 hide weighs only eight ounces, and the 
wearer is less liable to oateh cold than 
when dressed in woolen garments.—

At the last meeting of the water 
works trustees a report was filed show­ 
ing the amount of ou tside work that 
bad been done this year. 
The amount of lost work, or relaying 
mains made necessary by the grading 
of streets is $2,005.72, divided as fol­ 
lows: Avondale street, $447.35. 
Penn­ 
sylvania avenue. $575.25; 
Thompson 
hill. $302,78; Lisbon road, $340.84 ; Sun­ 
nyside, $45 ; Huston road, IO and 20 inch 
pipe, $295. 
This expense in the future may be 
overcome by council compelling prop­ 
erty owners when they submit a plot for 
acceptance to first put the streets to the 
proper grade, and then when it becomes 
necessary to lay water mains they will 
not have to be taken up in a few years. 
The amount of new work is consider­ 
able, and reaches the sum of $3,282.46, 
making a total outlay this season of 
$5,288.18. 
The new work is divided 
as follows : Short street, 120 feet.$61.92; 
Short alley, 200 feet, $115.93; Oblique 
street, 250 feet, $137.90; College street, 
220 feet, $129; Ravine street, 590 feet, 
$250; Minerva street, 806 feet, $187.71; 
new line to Potters’ Mining and Milling 
company, $2,400. 
This does not include all the work for 
the season as there are yet pipes that 
must be laid in Indiana and Pennsyl­ 
vania avenues, East End, which will 
amount to several dollars, but the trus­ 
tees hope to dose the season when that 
work is finished.

At that hour the officers on the roof be 
gun hoisting the large union flag very 
slowly, while the national anthem was 
played and a royal salute of 21 gun 
was fired. At the same time the Egvp 
dun flag was slowly hoisted and tin 
khedivial hymn was sung. Three cheer?- 
followed for the queen and three for 
the khedive, while 19 minute guns fol­ 
lowed to Gordon as governor general 
Then the dead march was played, 13 
years aud 221 days after the murder. 
Now tile Presbyterian chaplain read the 
Fifteenth Psalm, Watson, an Anglican, 
said a pater noster, and Brindle, a Ro­ 
man Catholic, offered a special memorial 
prayer. 
The pipers of the Seaforths 
played a coronach and the Sudanese 
bugle band “ Abide With Me,” Gor­ 
don’s favorite hymn.

He then returned to Vardoe, on 
the northern coast of Norway, where 
he renewed his supply of coal and start­ 
ed off again to seek a passage to Franz 
Josef Laud.

Professor Gore does not consider his 
journey wasted, however, for he was 
able to make a series of important ob 
sedations to determine the foroe of 
gravity by wliioh to ascertain the curv­ 
ature of the earth within the arctic cir­ 
cle. 
The geography tells us that the 
earth has the shape of an orange and is 
flattened at the poles, bot geographers 
are anxious to find out exactly how 
much, and the observations of Professor 
Gore are directed to that end. — W il­ 
liam E. Curtis in Chicago Record.
